not eaſily complied with, till theſe miniſters 


abſolutely inſiſted on it; alledging that the 
Emperor never received any letters from 
his beſt friends, among whom he reckon- 


ed his Czariſh Majeſty the chief, without 


knowing the contents, The Latin eopy 


was at laſt produced, the original being in 


the Ruflian language; and the maſter of 
the ceremonies and the miſſionaries ha- 
ving tranflated it into Chineſe, took their 
leave. But the aleggada remained for the 
ſpace of three hours, talking on different 


ſubjects. This miniſter,” it ſeems, was a 
great ſportſman. He aſked to fee the am- 
baſſador's dogs, which were a few grey 


hounds, and fome French buck-hounds. 
He was deſired to receive, in a preſent, any

panied by four miſſionaries, two of which 
were Meſſieurs Paranim and Fridelii. The 
converſation turned chiefly.on the ceremo- 
nial of the ambaſſador's introduction to the 
Emperor, which was a matter not eaſily 
ſettled. The principal points, inſiſted on

We mounted at 


eight in the morning, and about ten arri- 
ved at court, where we alighted at the 
gate, which was guarded by a ſtrong part 


of ſoldiers, The commanding officers con- 


ducted us into a large room, where we 
drank tea, and ſtaid about half an hour, till 
the Emperor was ready to receive us. We 


then entered a ſpacious court, incloſed 


with high brick-walls, and regularly plant- 


ed with ſeveral rows of foreſt-trees, about 


eight inches diameter, which I took to be 


limes. The walks are ſpread with ſmall 


gravel ; and the great walk is terminated 


by the hall of audience, behind which are 
the Emperor's private apartments. On 
each ſide of the great walk are fine flower- 


plots and canals. As we advanced, we 


found 
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found all che miniſters of tate, and officers 


cuſhions, croſs-legged, before the hall, in 
the open, air; among theſe, places were 
appointed for the ambaſſador and his reti- 


nue; and in this ſituation we remained, 


in a cold froſty morning, till the Emperor 
came into the hall. During this interval, 


there were only two or three ſervants in 


the hall, and not the leaſt noiſe was heard 
from any quarter. The entry to the hall 
is by ſeven marble ſteps, the whole length 
of che building. The floor is finely pa- 
ved with a neat checker work of white 
and black marble. The edifice is quite o- 
pen to the ſouth; and the roof ſupported 
by a row of handſome wooden pillars, oc- 
tangular, and finely poliſhed; before which

Soon after we were cnined. the Em- 


peror called the ambaſſador to him; took 


him by the hand, and talked very familiar- 


ly on various ſubjects. Among other 


things, he told him, that he was informed 
his Czariſh Majeſty expoſed his perſon to 
many dangers, particularly by water, at 
which he was much ſurpriſed, but deſired he 
would take the advice of an old man, and 
not hazard his life, by committing himſelf 
to the rage of the mercileſs waves and 
winds, where no valour could avail. We 


were near enough to hear this piece off 


friendly and wholeſome advice. 


This converſation being finiſhed, as 


Emperor gave the ambaſſador, with his 
own hand, a gold cup- full of warm taraſ- 
ſun, a ſweet fermented liquor, made of va- 
rious ſorts of grain, as pure and ſtrong as 
Canary wine, of a diſagreeable ſmell, tho' ;

By theſe means 


every thing goes on with great regularity, 


but at the ſame time with wonderful quick. 

In ſhort, the characteriſtic of the 


eourt of Pekin is order and decency, rather 


than grandeur and magnificence. 


The Emperor ſat croſs-legged on his 
| throne. He was dreſſed in a ſhort looſe 
coat of ſable; having the fur outward, lined 
with lamb-ſKkin, under which he wore a 


Jong tunic of yellow 6ilk, interwoven with 
figures of golden dragons with five claws ; 


which device no perſon is allowed to bear 


except the imperial family. On his head 
was a little round cap, faced with black fox- 
ſkin; on the top of which 15 obſerved a 
large beautiful pearl, in the ſhape of a pear, 


which, together with a taſſel of red ſilk tied 
below the pearl, was all the ornament I. 
ſaw about this mighty monarch, The

robes of ſtate, of gold and ſilver ſtuffs; with 
monſtrous-' dragons on their backs and 
breaſts. Moſt of the miniſters of ſtate were 


dreſſed very plain, having nothing like or- 


naments about them; a few only had large | 
rubies, ſapphires, and emeralds. ' Theſe 


precious ſtones are cut into the ſhape of 
_ pears, through which a hole is drilled, to 


fix them on the top of their bonnets. 
Theſe” holes diminiſh the value of the 
ſtones, one half at leaſt, at an European 
market. I once ſaw, however, one of 
theſe rubies, with a hole drilled through it, 


which was bought at Pekin for a trifle, va- 


lued at ten thouſand pounds Sterling in 
Europe. But ſuch bargains are rarely to 


he met with, this being a ſtone of the firſt 


claſs 
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monds, the Chineſe it ſeerns, do not much 


eſteem them; for fe diamonds are found 


in China, and theſe very rudely cut and

It ſeems to be the faſhion in this country 


to bring the deſert firſt, at leaſt that was the 
eaſe at all the entertainments where 1 Was 


preſent.

The chief inſtruments were flutes, harps, 


and lutes, all tuned to the Chineſe taſte. 
There was alſo ſome vocal muſic ; an old 
Tartar, in particular, ſung a warlike ſong, 

to which he beat time, by ſtriking, with 


two ivory roads, upon a chime of little 


bells that hung before him. A young 
Tartar ſung a call to war, 3 at the 
ſame time, and keeping time by drawing 


the head of an arrow acroſs his ſhield, 


Then entered two little girls, who danced 
and ſung while the inſtruments played. 
After them came tumblers, who performed 
various feats of activity in the court before 
the hall. Theſe were ſucceeded by wreſt-' 
lers, fencers, and other performers of the 
lame ſpecies. The Emperor ſent frequent- 
ly to the ambaſſador, to aſk how he liked 


the muſic, dancing, and other entertain-

Czariſh Majeſty's own hands, and ſet in a 
curious frame, The ambaſlador, at the 
ſame time, delivered to the Mandarin, as a 
preſent from himſelf to the Emperor, ſe- 
veral toys of value, a fine managed horſe, 
ſome greyhounds, and large buck-hounds. 

Every thing was entered in a book very 
exactly, even the names and qualities of 
each particular dog. There was alſo tied 
about the neck of each dog a yellow ſilk- 
cord, drawn through a hole in a little bit 


of wood, which hung from the dog's neck, 


as a mark of its belonging to the court, 
The Chineſe, in general, are very fond of 
little harlequin dogs - that play monkey 
tricks. A ſervant of ours had one of that 
kind, which he ſold for an hundred ounces 
of ſilver. 
The ſame day, all the fruits and confece 
tions of the entertainment given at the au- 
dience which remained, were ſent to the 
ambaſſador's lodgings. They were carried 
in great ſtate through the ſtreets, covered 
Vor, II. 3 with 
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with yellow filk ; and an officer of the 


court walked before the proceſſion. 


Next day, the Emperor ſent to our lodg- 


ings ſeveral large diſhes of maſlive gold, 
containing a kind of delicate fiſh, called 
mu, already dreſſed, but in ſuch a manner 


that I did not know to what to compare it. 


Alſo ſome bowls filled with excellent ver- 
micelli, and a ſort of paſtry-puifs, baked 
over the ſteam of boiling water, exceeding 
in whiteneſs any thing of that kind J ever 
ſaw. All theſe things were ſent from his 
Majeſty's own table; an honour which he 


grants but ſeldom, It ſeems he was re- 
ſolved we ſhould have proviſions in abun- 


dance; for, beſides all theſe, we received 
our daily allowance, in which we were by 
no means ſtinted. 

After dinner, the maſter of the ceremo- 


hies, accompanied with the captain of the 


eunuchs, and three Jeſuits, came to viſit 
the ambaſſador. This eunuch was a great 


favourite of the Emperor, on account of 


the knowledge he had acquired in mathe- 
| | matics

matics and mechanics. He made the am- 
baſſador a preſent of a ſmall enamelled 
gold-watch, and a wind-gun, both of his 
own making. The Emperor himſelf is a 
great lover of the arts, ſo far, that who- 


ever diſtinguiſhes himſelf in any uſeful.

The eunuch alſo 
made a preſent to the ambaſſador of a ſteel 
to ſtrike fire, and then deſired to ſee the 
preſents, which was granted.

litary gentleman, he had no {word about 
him; for,at Pekin, no perſon, not even of- 
ficers and ſoldiers, except when on duty, 


wears a ſword, or any other weapon in the 
eity.

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The day following, the ambaſſador had 
a ſecond audience of the Emperor at the 
ſame palace. On this occaſion the Czar's 


preſents were carried to court, by a num 


ber of people ſent for that purpoſe. The 
Emperor viewed them all at a diſtance; 
after which they were delivered to an offi- 
cer appointed by his Majeſty to receive 


them. This audience was held in a pri- 
vate hall within the inner- court, where on- 


ly the officers of the houſhold, and the 


gentlemen of the retinue were preſent. We. 
were entertained in the ſame manner as 


before. The Emperor converſed very fa- 


miliarly with the ambaſſador on various 


ſubjects, and talked of peace and war in 
particular in the ſtyle of a philoſopher. In . 


the evening, we returned to the city, in a 
cold north-wind, which blew the duſt a- 


bout in clouds. Scarcely had we arrived, 


when the fruits and confections, according 
to cuſtom, were ſent to our lodgings. 
This evening, one of the Emperor's 


| grandſons came to viſit the ambaſſador. 
| He-

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He was a genteel a als fourteen 
' years of age, and had not above half a do- 


zen of attendants, + 

Next day, the weather continued cal; | 
and froſty. The ſky was clear, and a 
ſtrong wind at north-weſt, blowing the 
duſt about, I obſerved that the north-weſt. 
winds are the coldeſt in this place ; as they 
come over the vaſt tracts of ice and ſnow 
in Siberia, | 

The 4th, there was a fall of 8 to 
the deepneſs of ſeven or eight inches, 
which was immediately thrown into heaps, 


and the ſtreets clean ſwept. This day the 


miſſionaries ſent a preſent to the ambaſſa- 


dor, conſiſting of ſeveral ſorts of veniſon 


and wild-fowl, and a greater variety of 
fine fruits and confections than I ever ſaw 
in any country, together with a couple of 
jars of wine made by themſelves. Among 
the fruits there were ſome ſpecies which I 


had never before ſeen, particularly a fort 


of apple, about the ſize of a common o- 
range, with a ſmooth ſkin, of a yellowiſh 
colour, 
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colour, very ſoft and ſweet, or rather luſci- 


ous; alſo a fruit about the bigneſs of a 
walnut, but quite round, reſembling in 
taſte a prune, but far more delicious : It 
contains a ſmooth hard ſtone, and the whole 


is covered with a thin browniſh ſhell, ſo 
brittle that it is eaſily broken, between the 


finger and thumb. Some of theſe ſhells 
are rough, and others ſmooth. They ſerve 
ro prevent the tender fruit from being de- 
voured by birds, and from flying duſt ; 
and, what is ſomething uncommon, the 
fruit does not adhere to the ſhell, but a 
ſmall vacuity is left between them. It is 


not only pleaſant to the taſte, but is ac- 


counted very wholeſome. 


The 5th, the ambaſlador had a third au- 
dience of the Emperor, in the palace ar 


Pekin. As ſome affairs relating to the two 
Empires were to be diſcuſled, the ſecretary 


only, M. de Lange, accompanied the am- 
baſſador. After he was introduced, the 
Emperor told him, he had given orders to

About the year 1688, there happened a 


difference betwixt the government of Sibe- 
ria and the Chineſe, about a ſmall fort cal- 


| led Albazin, which the Ruſſians had built 


upon the banks of the river Amoor. The 
Chineſe alledged the fort was erected on 
their territories ; and, jealous of the ap- 
proach of ſuch powerful neighbours, made 


ſeveral fruitleſs repreſentations to the go- 


vernour of Siberia to have it demoliſhed. 
The Emperor, at laſt, „ impatient of longer

delay, ſent an army of above one hundred 
thouſand men, to do by force what could 


not be accompliſhed by negotiation. They 
inveſted the place on all ſides, and raiſed 
batteries againſt it. After a vigorous de- 
fence, the garriſon, conſiſting of about 


three or four hundred Cpſlacks, was obli- 


ged to ſurrender for want of proviſions. 
No terms could be obtained, and all the 


Ruſſians were made priſoners of war. In 


conſequence of which they were carried to 


Pekin, where the Emperor generouſly aſ- 


ſigned them houſes apart from the reſt of 
the inhabitants, permitted the free exerciſe 
of their religion, and gave them a daily al- 


lowance equal with his own ſoldiers. By 


this mild treatment they were enabled to 


build the little chapel which they ſtill poſ- 
ſeſs. The deſcendants of theſe priſoners 
are pretty numerous, and uſeful to their 
countrymen, the Ruſſians, as interpreters. 

I formerly mentioned that theſe diſputes 


were ended on the following terms ; the 


priſoners on both ſides were to remain un- 
| exchanged,

exchanged, and the fort of Albazin to be 
deſtroyed - ſince which time the two em- 
pires have continued in good correſpon- 
dence. The inhabitants of Siberia, indeed, 
regret much the loſs of their fort, as it 
ſtood in a fine climate, gave them poſſeſſion 
of a large extent of country northward 
from the Amoor ; and, beſides, opened a 
paſſage down that river to the Japaneſe 
Ocean. It was, however, the occaſion of 
eſtabliſhing the Greek church in China, 
- which ſtill continues to flouriſh, though its 
members are not very numerous, As one 
prieſt dies, another from Siberia ſucceeds 
him, who minds chiefly his own ſmall flock, 
and thinks very little of making converts, 
This circumſtance prevents their being ob- 
noxious to the Roman miſſionaries, who 
can have no ſuſpicion of their interfering 
with the intereſts of their church. Theſe 
miſſionaries are conſtantly employed in 
making proſelytes, and their endeavours 


have been attended with ſome ſucceſs. 
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The 7th, we dined at the alleggada's, 
where we were magnificently entertained, 
There was no other company but ourſelves, 


and we ſtaid the whole day. This was the 


moſt elegant and complete entertainment 
of any I ſaw in China, 

About ten o'clock in the morning, chairs 
were ſent for the ambaſſador and gentlemen 
of the retinue, and horſes for the ſervants, 
though the prime miniſter's houſe was very 
near our lodgings. The chairs were car- 
ried through two courts, and ſet down at 
the entry into a hall, where the alleggada 


waited to receive the ambaſſador. After 


entering the hall, we were ſeated on neat 
cane chairs, with japanned frames, inlaid 
with mother of pearl. The apartment it- 
ſelf was very ſimple, open to the ſouth, 
and the roof ſupported on that ſide by a 
row of well- turned wooden pillars. It had 


no cieling, but the rafters appeared finely 
poliſhed, and perfectly clean. The floor 
was paved with a checker-work of white 
and black marble ; and in the middle of it 
| ſtood 
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ſtood a large braſs chafing-diſh, in ſhape of 
an urn, full of charcoal. At the entry 


were placed two large China ciſterns, filled 


with pure water, in which played ſome 
ſcores of ſmall fiſhes, catching at crumbs of 
bread thrown into the water. Theſe fiſhes 
are about the ſize of a minnow, but of a 
different ſhape, and beautifully varied with 
red, white, and yellow ſpots, and therefore 
called rhe gold and filver fiſh, I never ſaw 
any of them out of this country, though, I 
imagine, they might eaſily be brought to 
Europe, as they are by no means of the 


tender kind, I had about twenty ef them 
| ſtanding in a window at my lodgings ; in 


a morning, after a froſty night, I found all 
the water frozen, moſt of the fiſhes ſtiff, 
and ſeemingly dead; but, on putting them 
into cold freſh water, they all recovered, 
except two or three. 

After we had drunk a diſh of tea, a col- 
lation of broths and victuals was placed on 
the tables, intermixed with variety of fruits 
and confections. Every perſon had a table 

y - apart, 
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apart, and all were ſerved in the ſame man- 
ner. This repaſt, it ſeems, was only break- 
faſt, though it might well have paſſed for 


dinner. 


After this entertainment the alleggada 
carried us firſt to ſee his dogs, of which he 
had great variety. I formerly obſerved 


that this gentleman was a great ſportſman. 


He took greater pleaſure in talking of 
hounds than politics; though, at the ſame 
time, he had the character of a very able 
miniſter, and an honeſt man. 

We were now conducted through all the 
different apartments of his houſe, except- 
ing only thoſe of the ladies, to which none 
have acceſs but himſelf, and the eunuchs 
who attend them. We ſaw a noble col- 
lection of many curioſities, both natural 
and artificial; particularly a large quantity 
of old porcelain or China ware, made in 
China and Japan, and at preſent to be found 
only in the cabinets of the curious. They 
conſiſted chiefly of a great number of jars 
of different ſizes. He took much pleaſure 
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in telling when and where they were ma- 
nufactured; and, as far as I can remember, 


many of them were above two thouſand 
years old. He added, that, both in China 


and Japan, they had loſt the-art of making 


porcelain in that perfection they did in 
former times; and the fault, in his opinion, 
lay in the preparation of the materials. 
Theſe curioſities were piled up on ſhelves 
to the very roof of the houſe, and in ſuch 


order and ſymmetry as had a pretty effect. 


From the houſe we went into a little 
garden, incloſed with a high brick-wall. 


un the middle of it ſtood a ſmall baſon, full 


of water, ſurrounded with ſeveral old 
crooked trees and ſhrubs; among which I 
ſaw that which produces the famous tea. 
The climate about Pekin being too cold 
for this ſhrub, there are only a few buſhes 
of it to be found in the gardens of the cu- 
rious, I ſhall not at preſent enlarge on 
this uſeful plant,. which appeared like a 
currant-buſh, as an opportunity will occur 
of giving a fuller account of it before I 


leave 
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leave this place. There was a walk round 
the garden, which, together with that in 
the middle, was covered with ſmall gravel, 
At each end of the middle walk was a 
piece of artificial rock-work, with water 
running under it, through holes ſo natural 
chey looked as if made by the current of 


the ſtream. The rocks were about ſeven 
feet high, and ſhaded with ſome old bended 


trees. This garden, and many other things 


in China, diſplay the taſte of the inhabi- 
tants for imitating nature. 

From the garden we were called to din- 
ner, where we found a plentiful and ele- 


gant entertainment, ſet out in the fineſt or- 
der, far exceeding any thing of that kind 


we had ſeen before, We had no muſic 
nor dancing ; and the whole was conduct- 
ed with ſurpriſing decency and regularity. 
The entertainment laſted abour two hours, 
after which we returned to our lodgings. | 

This day, our gates were opened to 
people of all characters, and merchants and 


others allowed to go in and out at plea- 
ſure. 
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ſure. Though all communication was not 
prohibited before this time, it was, howe- 
ver, difficult, and not to be obtained with- 


cout permiſſion of the proper officer. 


The 8th, we dined at the ſouth convent, 
where the Italian miſſionaries generally re- 
ſide, Here all the Jeſuits in the place, to 
the number of ten or twelve, were aſſem- 


E bled. We met with a friendly reception, 


and a moſt ſplendid entertainment, 

This convent ſtands within the city, up- 
on a piece of ground given to the fathers 
by the Emperor. He gave alſo ten thou- 


| ſand ounces of ſilver towards building and 
adorning the chapel, which is indeed very 
neat, and handſomely decorated with pic- 


tures of ſaints, and ſcripture-pieces, by the 
An account of this remarkable 
benefaction of the Emperor Kamhi is cut 


| out, in the Chineſe language, in letters of 
gold, and fixed above the great gate, which 


makes the place more reſpected. When 


we arrived, one of the prieſts was officiat- 
ing in the Shape where were aſſembled a- 


bout 
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bout one hundred Chineſe converts. At 
dinner we had a few bottles of wine, made 
in the convent; but I cannot ſay it was 
good, though the grapes were fine, and of 
an agreeable taſte, | 
After dinner, we were conducted to the 
Emperor's ſtables, where the elephants are 
kept. The keeper aſked the ambaſſador to 
walk into his apartments till they were 
equipped ; then we went into the court, 


and ſaw theſe huge animals richly capari- 


ſoned in gold and ſilver ſtuffs, Each had 
a rider on his back, who held in their hands 
ſmall battle-axes, with a ſharp pike at one 
end, to drive and guide them. We ſtood 
about an hour admiring thoſe ſagacious a- 
nimals ; ſome of them very large, who, 
paſſing before us at equal diſtances, return- 
ed again behind the ſtables, and ſo on 
round and round, till there ſeemed to be no 
end of the proceſſion. The plot, however, 
was at laſt diſcovered by the features and 
dreſs of the riders; and the chief keeper 


told us there was only ſixty of them. The 
climate 
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climate about Pekin is too cold for them 
to breed; and all theſe were brought from 
warmer countries. The Emperor keeps 
them only for ſhow, and makes no uſe of 
them, at leaſt in theſe northern parts. 
Some of them were brought near to the 
place where we ſat, and made obeiſance to 
us, by kneeling and making a dreadful 
noiſe ; others ſucked up water from veſſels, 
and ſpouted it through their trunks among 
the mob, or wherever the rider directed. 
The ſagacity of theſe animals is moſt ſur- 
priſing, and approaches ſo near to reaſon, 


that, in this reſpect, they ſurpaſs all the 


brute creation. After this ſnow, we took 
leave of the ſeſuits, who had accompanied 
us hither, and returned to our lodgings, 
Next day, all the gentlemen dined at the 
palace of the Emperor's ninth ſon, in con- 
ſequence of an invitation from his chief 


cunuch, who is a great friend to the Ruſſia 


| houſe. As the invitation was not from 
| the Prince, the ambaſſador would not ac- 


| cept of it. Our entertainment was very

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magnificent, and accompanied with mufic, 
dancing, and a kind of comedy, which laſt- 
ed moſt part of the day. The comedians 
were of both ſexes ; if the women's parts 
were not performed by boys dreſſed like 
actreſſes. As the play was in the Chineſe 
language, I could underſtand nothing of it, 
except from the geſture and action of the 
performers. It ſeemed to be a parcel of 
detached diſſimilar interludes, without any 
principal end, or unity of deſign. I ſhall, 

therefore, only mention one ſcene, which 
appeared to me the moſt extraordinary, 


There entered on the ſtage ſeven warriors, 


all in armour, with different weapons in 
their hands, and terrible vizards on their 
faces. After they had taken a few turns 
about the ſtage, and ſurveyed each other's 
armour, they at laſt fell a quarrelling ; and, 
in the encounter, one of the heroes was 
ſlain. Then an angel deſcended from the 
clouds, in a flaſh of lightning, with a 
monſtrous ſword in his hand, and ſoon 
parted the combatants, by driving them all

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ic, off the ſtage; which done, he aſcended in 
ſt- the ſame manner he came down, in a cloud 
. of fire and ſmoke. This ſcene was fiic-

would ſcarce have imagined, that luxury 


had made ſuch progreſs among the ſober 


and induſtrious Chineſe. It muſt indeed 
be obſerved, that there is almoſt no drink- 
ing at their entertainments, as they uſe no 
liquor on theſe occaſions but tea, and now 
and then a dram of hot arrack. The Chi- 
neſe handle the two ivory or wooden pins, 


which they uſe inſtead of forks, with ſuch 
dexterity, that they can even take up 
needles with them. In place of napkins 


they ſometimes employ a few ſquare pieces

HE day following, the ambaſſador 
had a fourth audience of the Empe- 
ror, at the palace in the city. This inter- 


view was alſo private, and the ambaſſador 
was attended only by his ſecretary, The

friendſhip for his Czariſh Majeſty, talked 


ſtrongly on the vanity and uncertainty of 


all human affairs, adding, that he was now 


| an old man, and, by the courſe of nature, 


could not live long, and defired to die in

The 12th, we dined at the French or | 
weſtern convent, where we again found all

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the miſſionaries. The chapel, and other 
edifices, are handſome, but not ſo grand as 
the Italian convent. Father- Paranim is 
preſident of this convent ; he is a man of 
parts and addreſs, and in great favour with 
the Emperor, I was informed this enter- 
tainment was given at the expence of the 
court, and had ſome reaſon to believe it 
was fo, as it far exceeded what might rea- 
ſonably be expected from the Jeſuits. The 
Emperor's band of muſic played all the 
time of dinner ; after which we had jug- 
glers and tumblers of great activity. A- 
mong the many feats and tricks performed 
by theſe people, I ſhall only mention two 


or three, which ſeemed moſt uncommon. 
The roof of the room where we ſat was hs)

ſupported by wooden pillars. The juggler 
took a gemlet, with which he bored one of 
the pillars, and aſked, whether we choſe 
red or white wine ? The queſtion being 
anſwered, he pulled out the gemlet, and 
put a quill in the hole, through which 
run, as from'a caſk, the wine demanded. 
After the ſame manner, he extracted ſeve- 
ral ſorts of liquors, all which I had the cu- 
rioſity to taſte, and found them good of 


| their kinds. 


Another of theſe expert youths" took 
three long ſharp-pointed knives, and, 


_ throwing them up by turns, kept one al- 
ways in each hand, and the third in the 


air. This he continued to perform for a 
conſiderable time, catching conſtantly the 
falling knife by the handle, without ever 
allowing it to touch the floor, The knives 
were exceeding ſharp, ſo that, had he miſ- 
ſed laying hold of the handles, he muſt in- 


fallibly have loſt ſome of his fingers. 


The ſame perſon took a wooden ball, 
ſomewhat leſs than thoſe commonly uſed 
— - 
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in bewling-greens, with a hole through the 
middle of it, and a rod two feet long, about 
the ſize of a walking ſtaff, pointed at the 
extremity, to fit the hole in the ball. He 
then toſſed the ball above a yard high, and 
caught it again upon the point of the rod, 
zit in the hole of the ball, but wherever it 
happened to meet the point ; and, in this 

manner, he continued to throw up and 

catch the ball for a conſiderable time. He 

now placed the ball upon the point of the 

rod, taking no notice of the hole, and 

twirled it round like a top ſo quickly, that 
the motion could not be obſerved, This 
ſeemed extremely dextrous, for all the 
while he played with rhe ball in appear- 
ance; and, when the motion began to 
ſlacken, gave it a freſh twirl with his hand, 
as if the rod and ball had been faſtened to 

each other, 

This perſon alſo placed a large earthen 
diſh, above eighteen inches diameter, upon 
the point of the ſame rod, and twirled it 

round in the ſame manner as he did the 
ball, 
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ball. During this ſwift motion, he did not 
always keep the point in the centre of the 
veſſel; on the contrary, he often held it 
within three inches of the brim, I ſhall 
only mention one inſtance more, 

There were placed erect, upon the pave- 
ment of the room, two bambos, which are 
a kind of cane. The length of them was 
about twenty-five feet; at the lower end 1 
reckon them to be near five inches diame- 
ter, and at the top about the breadth of a 


| crown piece. They were ſtraight, light, 


and ſmooth, and each ſupported by two 
men. Two boys then climbed up the 
poles, without the leaſt aſſiſtance; and, 
having reached the top, ſtood upright, 
ſometimes on one foot, and ſometimes on 
the other, and then upon their heads. This 
being done, they laid one hand on the top 


of the pole, and ftretched out their bodies 


almoſt at right angles to it. In this poſture 


| they continued for a conſiderable time, and 


even ſhifted hands, I obſerved that much 


ff depended on the men who held the poles ; 
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one of the two at each pole having it fixed 
to his girdle, and they kept a ſteady eye 
on the motions of the boys. There were 
about twenty or thirty of theſe peformers, 
who all belong to the Emperor, and never 
diſplay their art without his permiſſion, I 
am fully perſuaded that, in tricks and feats 
of dexterity, few nations can equal, 110 
none excel the Chineſe. 
After theſe diverſions, we were conduct- 
ed to the Emperor's glaſs-houſe, which his 
Imperial Majeſty often viſits with pleaſure, 
It was creed by himſelf, and is the firſt 
manufactory of the kind that ever was in 
China, 'The perſon employed to ſuperin- 
tend and carry on this deſign was Kilian 
Stumpff, a German father, lately deceaſed ; 
a man in great favour with the Emperor, 
and well known in China for his ingenuity 
and literature. His Majeſty is ſo fond of 
this glaſs-work, that he ſent ſeveral of the 
moſt curious of its productions in a preſent 
to his Czariſh Majeſty, It is ſurpriſing 
that the Chineſe, who have been conſtant- 


ly 


drums, 
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ly employed for ſo many ages in the ma- 
nufacture of China- ware, ſhould never 
have ſtumbled upon that of glaſs. This 
ſhows evidently, that the degree of heat 
neceſſary in their ovens muſt not be very 


great, or their materials free from ſand; 


for it is certain they had no knowledge of 


| glaſs of any kind till this houſe was erect- 
ed. I was informed, that, not long ago, 


ſome Europeans brought to Canton a par- 
cel of priſms, or triangular glaſſes, which 
the Chineſe took for natural productions 
of rock-cryſtal, and bought them at the 
rate of one hundred ounces of filver a- 
piece: But, from the great quantity im- 


ported, they ſoon diſcovered their miſ-

On the evening of the 14th, an officer

cuſtomed from their infancy to this exer-

ſhewed us a bow and arrows uſed by the 
Emperor when young, by which it appear- 
ed that he had been a perſon of extraordi- 
nary bodily. ſtrength.

This day, arrived in Pekin Signior Mez- 
zobarba, ambaſſador from his Holineſs the 
Pope to the Emperor. This gentleman was 
a cardinal, and patriarch of Alexandria. 
His retinue was compoſed of eccleſiaſtics 


of different orders, and a few ſervants, who 


were all lodged in the Italian convent. 


They came from Europe to Macao in a 


Portugueſe ſhip, from thence to Canton, and 


The 


— 
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The deſign of this embaſſy was to in- 
quire into the diſputes and miſunderſtand- 
ing that had lately ariſen in this country 
betwixt the Jeſuits and Dominicans, rela- 
ting to certain rites annually performed by 
the Chineſe Chriſtians, at the tombs of 
their deceaſed parents, or other relations. 
This cuſtom ſeems to be the ſame with that 
of the parentalia anciently in uſe among 
the Greeks and Romans. It is univerſal in 
China, from the Emperor to the meaneſt 
peaſant. It ſeems the Jeſuits permitted 
their converts to viſit the tombs of their 
relations ; alledging, that, without ſuch in- 
dulgence, no perſon would embrace Chriſ- 
tianity, and that time would wean them 
from ſuch ſuperſtitious ceremonies. The 
Dominicans, on the other hand, affirmed 
that it was next to idolatry, and declared it 
unlawful to allow any ſuch cuſtom, ſtrictly 
prohibiting all conformity in their converts. 
Theſe differences, in all probability, will 
not ſoon be determined. The Emperor 
himſelf tried to make the parties compro- 
- miſe 


miſe matters; but, finding his endeavours 
ineffectual, he left them to agree or diſpute 


| according to their pleaſure. He inclined, 


indeed, to fayour the opinion 'of the Jeſu- 
its, which he thought moſt reaſonable. At 
any rate, it muſt be acknowledged an in- 


ſtance of uncommon condeſcenſion, for an 


heathen Emperor to intereſt himſelf fo 
much in the peace of a Chriſtian church. 
The 16th, Mr De Lange and I paid a 
viſit to the Fathers Fridelly and Keaggler, 
at the Oriental or German convent. ' This 
place is large enough; but neither the 
chapel nor buildings are near ſo magnifi- 
cent 2s thoſe of the two other convents. It 
is called oriental, becauſe ſituated in the 
eaſtern diſtrict of the city. Both theſe fa- 
thers, and ſeveral other eccleſiaſtics of in- 
ferior rank in this convent, are Germans. 
One of the fathers was a clock- maker; 


and, by ſuch means, they frequently inſi- 


nuate themſelves into acquaintance with 


people of diſtinction, who protect them 
in times of danger, For, in China, they 


have 
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have till a great number of enemies, who ef 
would gladly ſee both them and their reli- ca 
gion extirpated ; but the favour of the pre- | luc 
ſeat Emperor hath hitherto prevented or is

The 17th, I ſent to inform the Captain Ha d 
of the Chineſe guard, that I intended to dra 
take a turn through the city, who immedi- gar 
ately gave orders for a ſoldier to attend me. 
When we paſſed through the gate, the 
clerk marked our names in his book, and 
_ daſhed them out at our return. I went in- 
to ſeveral ſhops, where were ſold different 
kinds of merchandiſe; particularly thoſe 
of the goldſmiths, whoſe buſineſs it is to 
exchange gold for filver, or ſilver for gold. 
In theſe ſhops are found vaſt quantities of | 
thoſe valuable metals, caſt into bars of dif- 
ferent ſizes, and piled up one upon ano- 
ther; which are ſold only by weight, as nt 
there is no current coin in this country; 
except one ſmall round piece of braſs, with 
a ſquare hole in the middle, through which :

The hunting theſe fierce ani- 
mals is reckoned the moſt dangerous of all 


kinds of ſport, except the chace of lions 


and tigers, Every one endeavoured to a- 
void them; and feveral of them run furi- 
oy through the thickeſt troops of horſe, 
Ahe Emperor was ſo cautious as to have a 
com- 
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company of men, armed with lances, to] 
guard his machine. 
We continued the ſport til. about fou 
o'clock, when we came to a high artificial : 
mount, of a ſquare figure, raiſed in the 
middle of a plain, on the top of which ; 
were pitched about ten or twelve tents, for ; 
the imperial family. This mount had ſe-M 
veral winding paths leading to the top, 5 
planted on each ſide with rows of trees, in + 
imitation of nature. To the ſouth was a iſ 
large baſon of water, with a boat upon it; : 
from whence, I ſuppoſe, the earth has been - 
taken that formed this mount. At ſome 2 
diſtance from the mount, tents were ered- 1 
ed for the people of diſtinction, and officers] 4 
of the court. About two hundred yard 2 
from it, we were lodged in ſome clean huts, N 
covered with reeds. The Emperor, from 3 
| his ſituation, had a view of all the tents, 3 
and a great way farther into the foreſt, J 
The whole ſcene made a very pretty ap- 
pearance. E 
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As ſoon as we alighted, the maſter of 
che ceremonies was ſent by the Emperor to 
aſk the ambaſſador how he liked their man- 
W ner of hunting. He made a ſuitable re- 
; turn, acknowledging, at the ſame time, the 
; great honour done him on this occaſion, 
= The Emperor then ſent us great plenty 
. of dreſſed proviſions of all kinds; and the 
officer who brought them pointed out ſe- 
W veral diſhes, which his Majeſty ſent from 
I his own table, conſiſting of mutton, veni- 
W fon, pheaſants, and other ſorts of wild 
WT fowl. 
Alfter dinner, the Emperor ſent two of 
3 his chief eunuchs to compliment the am- 
| : baſſador, and inform him, that he intended 
: to entertain him with the baiting of three 
: igers, which had been kept ſome time, 
Wcooped up in a ſtrong grate-work, for that 
purpoſe. The hill where the Emperor's 
3 tent ſtood was ſurrounded with ſeveral 
: ranks of guards, armed with long ſpears, 
2 A guard alſo was placed before the ambaſ-

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the whole encampment from the fury off 
theſe fierce animals. The firſt was let out 
by a perſon mounted on a fleet horſe, who ?

5 had been confined for many months, and 
WT whoſe limbs, by want of exerciſe, were 
become ſtiff and unwieldy; but, notwith- 
ſtanding this diſadvantage, the courage and 
4 nimbleneſs even of theſe animals was very 
ſurpriſing. I have ſeen four ſorts of them, 
J the tiger, panther, leopard, and lynx, 
3 which are all very fierce ; but the firſt is 
: the largeſt and ſtrongeſt. |

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The Emperor in his youth was very fond] 


of hunting theſe creatures in the woods of 


Tartary; but now he confines himſelf with- F 
in the limits of the foreſt, where there is 
Same ſufficient to gratify any ſportſman. 
The killing of the tigers finiſhed the di- 
verſion of the day; after which we retired 1 
to our huts, where we were entertained : 
with a plentiful ſupper ſent us by the Em- 
peror. After ſupper, an officer was ſent 
from his Majeſty to the ambaſſador, who : 
brought the tiger's ſkin he had ſhor, telling - 
him, that, by the laws of 2 8 he had 
a right to it. : 
Next morning, the Won was reſumed, 
and varied little from that of the preceding f 
day. About three o' clock afternoon we 3 
came to another ſummer-houſe in the mid. 5 
dle of the foreſt, where the Emperor lodg- : 
ed the following night, while we lay in! ; 
ſmall neat temple in the neighbourhood, b 
and were entertained by his Majeſty in the f

The 23d, about eight of the clock in the 


W morning, the maſter of the ceremonies 


S waited on the ambaſſador, in order to con- 
duct him into his Majeſty's preſence to re- 
ceive his audience of leave. The Emperor 
received him in a moſt friendly manner in 
his bed-chamber. He repeated his aſſu- 
rances of the great friendſhip he entertain- 
ed for his Czariſh Majeſty, and expreſſed 
great reſpect for the perſonal merit of the 
ambaſſador. After which the ambaſſador 
took leave, and we returned to our lodg- 
ings in the city. 

I ſhall only obſerve further, that this fo- 
W reſt is really a moſt delightful place, is well 
s ſtored with variety of game, and is of great 
| extent, as will ealily be conceived from the 
account I have given of our two days 
: : hunting. It is all incloſed with a high

The 
building 18 not magnificent, but is furniſh- 4 | 
ed with a fine armillary ſphere, globes, te- : 
leſcopes, an orrery in good order, and o- 
ther mathematical inſtruments of the beſt ” 
European workmanſhip. This college was I 
erected by the preſent Emperor, who ſpares 
no colt to bring it to perfection; and thei 
meaneſt of his ſubjects, who diſcover a ge- ? 
nius for ſcience, or any uſeful art, are ſure 
to meet with due encouragement. | 3 
The Chinefe are indebted to the preſent I 
Emperor for what progreſs they have made : 
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in aſtronomy. He chiefly promoted this 
ſtudy by countenancing the Jeſuits and o- 
ther miſſionaries ; for I have been inform- 
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ed that, before their arrival in this coun- 
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try, the inhabitants could ſcarcely calculate 
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an eclipſe. The Chineſe, it is indeed pre- 
tended, underſtood aftronomy previous to 
that period ; but the knowledge of it was

EFORE we leave China, I ſhall mak 

a few general remarks on the peopl:

The long, or endleſs wall, as it is com- 
monly called, encompaſſes all the nortl 3 
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Emperors, to prevent the frequent incu 
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numerous troops of horſe, and invading 


neſe frontiers were too extenſive to be 
guarded againſt ſuch bold and numerous 
nemies, who, after plundering and de- 


ſtroying a wealthy country, returned to 
their own, loaded with ſpoils. 


The Chineſe finding all precautions in- 


effectual to put a ſtop to the inroads of 
uch barbarians, at laſt reſolved to build 
his famous wall. It begins in the pro- 
vince of Leotong, at the bottom of the bay 
r Nankin, and proceeds acroſs rivers, and 
Per the tops of the higheſt mountains; 
vithout interruption, keeping nearly along 
he circular ridge of barren rocks that ſur- 
ound the country to the north and weſt; 
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nd, after running ſouthwards about 
welve hundred Engliſh miles, ends in 
mpaſſable mountains and ſandy deſerts, 

The foundation conſiſts of large blocks 
'3 f ſquare ſtones laid in mortar ; but the 
1 Welt of the wall is built of brick. The 
= or. II. 1 Whole 
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Tartars, who made a practice of aſſembling 


Inne country in different places. The Chi- 
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whole is ſo ſtrong and well built as to need 
almoſt no repair, and in ſuch a dry cli 
mate may remain in this condition for ma- 
ny ages. lts heighth and breadth are not 
equal in every place ; nor, indeed, is it ne- 
ceſſary they ſhould. When carried over 
ſteep rocks where no horſe can paſs, it is 
about fifteen or twenty feet high, and 
broad in proportion ; but, when running 


through a valley, or croſſing a river, there 
you ſee a ſtrong wall, about thirty feet 


high, with ſquare towers, at the diſtanceV 
of a bow-ſhot from one another, and em- 
braſures at equal diſtances. The top f 
the wall is flat, and paved with broad 
free-ſtone ; and where it riſes over a rock, 


or any eminence, you aſcend by a fine eaſy 
ſtone ſtair, 


The bridges over rivers and torrents are 
exceedingly neat, being both well contri: 
ved and executed. They have two ſtorey | 
of arches, one above another, to afford ſuf. 
ficient paſſage for the waters on ſudden 
rains and floods, 


"Thi 
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This wall was begun and completely fi- 

niſhed in the ſpace of five years; every 
| ſixth man in China being obliged to work 
himſelf, or find another in his ſtead. It is 
reported, the labourers ſtood ſo cloſe, for 
many miles diſtance, as to hand the mate- 
nals from one to another. This I am the 
more inclined to believe, as the rugged 
rocks would prevent all uſe of carriages ; 
nor could clay, for making bricks or ce- 
ment of any kind, be found among them. 
The building of this wall, however, was 
not the only burden the Chineſe ſupported 
on this occaſion, They were alſo obliged 
to keep a numerous army in the field to 
guard the paſſes of the mountains, and ſe- 
cure the labourers from being interrupted 
by their watchful enemies the Tartars, who 
all the while were not idle ſpectators. 
lam of opinion, that no nation in the 
world was able for ſuch an undertaking 
except the Chineſe: For, though ſome o- 
cher kingdom might have furniſhed a ſufſi- 
8 cient number of workmen for ſuch an en- 
terpriſe,

theſe leſſer bulwarks ſeem works of great 
expence and labour, but nothing in com- 
pariſon with the long wall. 

After the Chineſe had finiſhed their 
wall, they had reſpite for a conſiderable 
Iume from the invaſions of their enemies, 
reaping the fruits of their labour in peace 


and quietneſs. However, about five hun- 


dred years ago, the weſtern Tartars found 


means to get through the wall, and, with 


a powerful army of horſe, entered the 


country, carrying terror along with them 


wherever they went. They at laſt became 
maſters of the greateſt part of China, and 
kept poſſeſſion of it for many years, till 
the Chineſe, exaſperated by their tyranny, 
took advantage of their negligence, and 
rove them back with diſgrace to their an- 
Fient habitations in the deſerts, The Chi- 
cle now began to re-eſtabliſh their former 
povernment, to rectify diforders, and re- 
air deſolations made by the Tartars. From 
his time they enjoyed long peace, till the 
fatal 
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fatal year one thouſand fix hundred anj 
forty, when the Mantzur Tartars conquer: 


ed the whole empire of China; whidf 
conqueſt they retain to this day, and, h 


their prudent management and mild g0. 


vernment, ſeem in a fair way to keep it. 


I ſhall briefly relate in what manner thi 


ſtrange revolution was brought about h 
ſo ſmall a nation as the Mantzurs ; a peopt 


whom the Chineſe deſpiſed, and who ben 
no greater proportion to the Chineſe: tha 
the inhabitants of Wales to the reſt a 
Great Britain. 


It happened, during a time of profound 


peace, that a certain prince of Mantzur, 


going to fetch his bride, from a place bor- 


dering on the province of Leotong, waz 
without provocation, attacked by a party 
of Chineſe and ſlain, with moſt of his at 
tendants, againſt all laws of juſtice ant 
good neighbourhood,

graſs were ſcattered about a ſcore of geeſe- 
ſkins ſtuffed, ſome of them ſtanding, others 
fitting, in natural poſtures. As ſoon as he 


ſees a flock flying over his head, he calls, 


with a bit of birchen bark in his mouth, 


exactly like the wild geeſe. On hearing 
the call, they take a turn round, and then 


alight among the ſtuffed ſkins; which being 


perceived by the ſportſman, he immedi- 


ately draws a ſtring, and claps the nets o- 
ver the whole flock, or as many of them as 
are within their reach, The geeſe always 
alight and riſe with their heads to the 


| windward ; to prevent, therefore, ſuch as 
| eſcape the day-net from flying off, he has 
a deep long net, placed on tall lender 


poles, to windward, which entangles grear 


numbers in their riſing. I am perſuaded 
this method might eaſily be practiſed, in 
other parts of the world, to greater advan- 
tage; though, I believe, there are no 


where ſuch quantities of water-fowl, eſpe- 
cally geeſe of different kinds, as in theſe 
northern climates, where, free from an- 

| noyance, 
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noyance, they bring forth their young a. 


mong woods and lakes, and, at the ap- 
proach of winter, fly off to the Caſpian 
Sea, and other ſouthern regions. ; 

There is here one ſpecies of geeſe, calle 
kazarky, of a ſize leſs than the common 
wild gooſe, having beautiful ſcarlet ſpots a. 
bout the head, and ſome feathers of the 
ſame colour in its wings. Of this ſort] 
ſaw great flocks about the Caſpian Sea in 
winter, Beſides theſe, there are numbers 
of ſwans, and all ſorts of water- fowl, natu · 
ral to the climate. 

The woods are ſtored with game, and va- 
rious ſorts of wild-fowl, particularly the 
coc limoge, the heath- cock, and ſeveral o- 
thers too tedious to mention. The manner 
in which the coc-limoge is caught by the 
Oſteacks is ſomewhat curious. 

They make a paling, about four or five 
feet high, running from any wood, along a 
ſandy bank, to the edge of the river, ha- 
ving the ſtakes ſet ſo cloſe, that the fowls 


cannot paſs between them, In this paling 
they 
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they leave openings, at certain diſtances, 
large enough to afford a paſſage for theſe 
birds; and, rather than take the wing, the 
cock will ſeek a paſſage from one end of 
the hedge to the other. In theſe openings 
are ſet ſprings, on bent branches, which, as 


ſoon as touched, fly up, and catch the 


fowl, either by the neck or feet. The Oſ- 
teacks brought us theſe, and other wild- 
fowl, in great plenty. | ; 
The 15th, in fine weather, we continued 
our voyage, uſing our ſails or oars, by 
| turns, as circumſtances obliged us. Little 


material happened till the 19th, in the e- 


vening, when we left the Oby, and entered 


the river Irtiſh ; and, night coming on, 
we put aſhore, where we ftaid till next 
morning. On entering the Irtiſh, we had 
a ſtrong current againſt our courſe, which 
| had been down the ſtream, in all the differ- 
ent rivers, from Selinginſky to this place. 
Before I proceed farther, I ſhall take a 
view of the famous Oby. It is one of the 
| largeſt rivers in the world, and runs as long 
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a courſe as any in Siberia, or perhaps 
any other quarter of the globe. It riſes i 
the deſert, ſeveral hundred miles ſouth. 
ward of the Baraba; and is daily augment. 
ed, by many ſtreams of different name, 
till it reaches a place called Belogarſky, 
where it takes the name of Oby, at the 
conflux of two large rivers, the Alley and 
the Tzaritt. Theſe rivers, joined, form the 
Oby. The Oby ſignifies both. in the Ru. 
ſian language. But I am of opinion this 
_ niver had that name long before Siberia wa 
known to the Ruſhans, as the natives {lil 
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give it that name. 
In going eaſtward, we paſſed the Oby 
upon the ice, at a place called Tzauſky 
Oſtrogue, where it made no great appeat- 
ance, in compariſon of what it does after 
receiving the rivers Tom, Tzulim, Keat, 
Irtiſh, and many others, when, indeed, i 
may be reckoned in the number of the 
largeſt rivers in the world. It points ge- 
nerally to the north, with various wind- 
ings, till it meets the Keat, when it turns 
10 
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to the north-welt ; and runs in that direc- 


tion many miles, till, meeting with the Ir- 
tiſh, it turns ſhort, in a rapid current, to- 


wards the pole, ſwallowing up many rivers 


and brooks in its courſe, and at laſt, it diſ- 


charges itſelf into the Northern Ocean, at 


a great bay called Obſkaya-Guba, or the 
Lips of the Oby. 

Few rivers in the world contain greater 
plenty and variety of fiſh than the Oby. 


The banks to the ſouth produce woods in 
| abundance, interſperſed with corn-fields, and 


good paſturage. I have been informed, 
that in theſe parts are rich mines of copper 


and iron, and even ſilver. 


At the conflux of the Oby and Irtiſh 


| are ſeveral large iſlands, and, farther north, 


ſeveral villages ; but only one town of any 
note, called Bergoſa, ſituated on the left 
hand, 

I may here obſerve, that geographers . 
generally agree, that a line drawn from the 


| place where the river Tanais, now called 
Don, diſcharges itſelf into the ſea of Azof, 
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or the Black Sea, to the mouth of the Oby, 
is the proper boundary n Furche

The 2oth, carly in this morning, me and 
ſhoved off from the ſhore, and made the iſ =" 
| beſt of our way up the Irtiſh. In the eve and 
ning, we reached  Samarioftky-Yamm, thin 
where we lodged this night. ohe

| labourers, and the wind being northerly, N 
and very cold, we put off in haſte, hoiſtel taki 
Fail, and went along at a great rate. The WW 22" 
wind continuing from this point, was fro 
certain ſign that winter was at no rea * 
diſtance, and that we might ſoon expect vv i iro 
be met by ſhoals of floating ice. 1

anne about to the weſtward, and re- 
tarded our progreſs. 

The 24th, we continued o our voyage; : 
and, next day, the wind again becoming 
northerly, we uſed our fails all that day 
and night, We proceeded, without any 
thing material happening, till the 29th, 
when we reached Demianſky, a town 
ſtanding on the:eaſtern bank. 

Next day» we ſet out immediately, after 
taking in freſh rowers. The fields were 
| now covered with ſnow, and the froſt ſo 
ſtrong, that the ice began to float in the 
river, and we expected every day to be 
frozen up. 

Theſe ſigns of approaching winter in- 
fluenced Mr Iſmayloff to leave the barks, 
to follow as ſhould be poſſible for them, 


$ while himſelf made the beſt of his way to 


| Tobolſky, in a ſmall boat, Accordingly, 
carrying me along with him, we immedi- 

ately ſet out towards that place. 
October the firſt, we continued rowing 
along near the banks, and took in freſh 
rowers 
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rowers as occaſion offered. The river wy 


full of great ſhoals of ice, the froſt ſtrong 
and much ſnow. In the evening, we at. 


rived, cold and wet, at a ſmall village 
where we lodged i in a warm room, about 
fifty verſt from Tobolſky. 
Next day, the river was ſo covered with 
ice that we could proceed no farther in ou 
boats; but luckily, in the night, there fel 


ſnow enough for ſledges. We ſoon po 


horſes, and ſuch open fledges as the place 
afforded, and, in the evening, arrived faf 
at the city of Tobolſky. We went imme. 


diately to the palace of Prince Alexi 
Michaylovitz Cherkaſky, the governour, 


who was an intimate friend of the ambaſ- 
ſador. This prince was much eſteemed 
for his capacity, as well as his great probi- 
ty and honour. We ſupped with him, and 
then retired to our lodgings ; but could 
not avoid commiſerating the fate of our 
fellow travellers, labouring with the ict 


and afraid of being frozen up every mt 


nute.

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The 3d, we * ſome ſoldiers to meet 
the barks, and aſſiſt them in coming up the 
river. And on the /5th, they arrived ſafe 
at Tobolſky, tier 57 were next Ai 
diſcharged. 2 5 ; 

We were obliged to ſtay here for the fal- 


ling of the ſnow, in order to proceed on 


ledges, the common method of travelling 
in winter. At this place we thought our- 
ſelves at home, having good lodgings, good 
company, and plenty of proviſions, ſo that 
we waited patiently for the ſetting in of 


winter; beſides, we had now a frequented 
road, lying through a well inhabited coun- 


try, all the way to Moſco. 

During our ſtay at Tobolſky, I was 
informed, that a large troop of gipſies had 
been lately at that place, to the number of 
ſixty and upwards, conſiſting of men, wo- 
men, and children. The Ruſſians call 


| theſe vagabonds tziggany. Their ſorry 
| baggage was carried on horſes and aſſes. 
| The arrival of ſo many ſtrangers being re- 
| ported to Mr Petroff Solovoy, the vice- 
| =) governour, 
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governour, he ſent for ſome of this Chief « 
the gang, and demanded whither they wer 
going? they anſwered him, to China; yy. 
on which he told them, he could not per- 
mit them to proceed any farther eaſtwar 


as they had no paſſport, and ordered then 


to return to the place whence they came, 
It ſeems theſe people had roamed, in ſmal 
parties, during the ſummer, ſeaſon, croſs the 
vaſt countries between Poland and thi 
place, ſubſiſting themſelves on what the 
could find, and on felling trinkets, and tel- 
ling fortunes to.the country people. But 
Tobolſky, being the place of rendezvous 
was the end of their long journey caſt 


ward ; and they, with no ſmall regret, were 


obliged to turn their faces to the weſt x: 
gains 

Before I leave this x new ae as it ma) 
be called, of Siberia, I think it well deſerve 
a few general remarks, beſides the partici-

preſume it will be granted, that it is by 
no means ſo bad as is generally imagined. 
On the contrary, the country is really ex- 
cellent, and abounds with all things neceſ- 
fary for the uſe of man and beaſt. There 
is no want of any thing, but people to cul- 
tivate a frunful ſoil, well watered by many 
of the nobleſt rivers in the world, and theſe 


| ſtored with variety of ſuch fine fiſhes, as 
| are ſeldom found in other countries. As 
| to fine woods, furniſhed with all ſorts of 


game and wild fowl, no country can exceed 


It. 


Siberia is generally plain, ſometimes va- 


ried with riſing grounds, but contains no 
high mountains, and few hills, except to- 


wards the borders of China, where you find 
many pleaſant hills and fruitful valleys. 
1 5 Con- 
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Conſidering the extent of this country 
and the many advantages it poſſeſſes, I can 
not help being of opinion, that it is ſuffi 
ent to contain all the nations in Europe 


where they might enjoy a more comfort. 


able life than many of them do at preſent 
For my part, I think, that, had a perſon hi 
liberty and a few friends, there are fen 
places where he could ſpend life more agree- 


_ ably than in ſome parts of Siberia. 


Towards the north, indeed, the winteri 


long, and extremely cold. There are alk 
many dreary waſtes, and deep woods, ter- 
minated only by great rivers, or the ocean; 


but theſe I would leave to the preſent in- 


habitants, the honeſt Oſteaks and Tonguſes, 


and others like them, where, free from 
ambition and avarice, they ſpend their lives 


in peace and tranquillity. I am even per 
ſuaded, that theſe poor people would not 
change their ſituation and manner of life, 


for the fineſt climate, and all the riches d 
the eaſt ; for I have often heard them ay, 


that God, who had placed them in thi 


country,

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country, knew what was beſt for them, and 
they were ſatisfied with their lot. 2 
| During our ſtay at Tobolſky, a meſſen- 
ger arrived from court, with the glad tid- 
lings of peace being concluded between his 
C:ariſh Majeſty and the crown of Sweden, 
after a deſtructive war, which had raged 
above twenty years. This was very a- 
Werecable news to every body, particularly 
Jo the officers who had remained ſo long in 
captivity, The peace was proclaimed with 
firing of guns, and other reotnings uſual 
on ſuch occaſions. 
| November 18th, all the roads being now 
firm, and fit for ſledges, we left Tobolſæy 
in a ſtrong froſt, As we returned by the 
ame road we went to the eaſtward, which 
| have already deſcribed, I ſhall not repeat 
the particulars, but only name the towns 
hrough which we paſſed, viz. Tumeen, 
Epantſhin, Verchaturia, and Solikamſky. 
he weather being exceſſively cold, we re- 


ained two days at this place, From 
thence we came to Kay-gorod, then to 
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Klinoff; from which, inſtead of going tf 
wards Cazan, we proceeded ſtraight through 
the woods towards the town of Niſhns 


 Novogorod, ſituated at the conflux of the 


Volga and Ocka. This road is neareſ, 
but very rough and narrow in many places 
the country being overgrown with larg 
tall woods, of different kinds, according to 
the nature of the ſoil. The principal in- 


Habitants are the Tzeremiſh, who afford 


but indifferent accommodation for travel 
lers; however, the people are very courts 


ous and hoſpitable, Among them are ſcat 


tered a few Ruſs villages, and a very fen 
Ruſs towns of ſmall note; for which rev 
fon, I ſhall only mention the names of {uct 
as lay in our road from Klinoff to Kuſm- 
Damianſko, (which laſt place is ſituated on 
the caſt bank of the river Volga), viz. Bil.

| churſky, debe ſmall town; Shumetrey, 
n village, Beſides theſe, and ſome others, 
we paſſed through many villages, inhabit- 
| ed by Tzeremiſhian and Tzoowaſhian Tar- 
tars, to mention which would be too tedi- 
ous. Theſe people, having deſtroyed the 
| woods about their villages, live much at 
their eaſe, have plenty of corn and cattle, 
and great numbers of bee-hives, whereby 
they furniſh the markets with great quan- 
| titles of honey and bees- wax. They alſo 
| furniſhed us with changes of horſes when 
ever we had occaſion for them; but their 


W tackling of harneſs, &c. is ſo bad, that 
much time was loſt in accommodating; 


them to our heavy carriages, ſo that we 
thought ourſelves happy when we met 
with Ruſſian villages, which are far better 
provided in that reſpe&, and more accuſ- 
| tomed to travelling than thoſe poor people, 
| Who never go far from their own home. 

Alfter a tedious journey, we came out 
| of the woods to the Volga, and travelled 
along upon the ice, which, in ſome places, 
was 
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Was not very firm. In the evening we 


reached Niſhna-Novogorod, where we ſtaid 
ſome days to refreſh ourſelves, and kept our 
Chriſtmas with the commandant. _ 
We proceeded again on the 28th, and 
little material happening, arrived ſafe at the 
capital city of Moſco, on the 5th day of 
January 1722, where we found his Czariſh 
Majeſty, and all the court, who had lately 
arrived from St Peterſburgh, and prepare 
tions were making for grand fire-works, 
triumphal arches, and other marks of joy, 
on account of the peace: With which!

In the mean time, the Ruſſians gave 
them good words and fair promiſes, but 
continued to carry on their point, flatter- 
ing themſelves that they might find ſome

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Nevertheleſs, the Chineſe growing doubt. 
ful of the Ruſſians complying with thei 
demands, which they thought well found- 
ed, at length they had recourſe to forte 
and, in the year 1715, made the Mongall 
ſubjects to China, take arms, and laid fiege 


to the town of Albazin, the place which 


was the principal ground of their com- 
plaints. This ſiege continued three years; 
and, as the late Peter the Great was occu- 
pied in his grand deſigns to the weſtward, 
he would not continue the quarrel with 
China. Thus they let the town fall into 
the hands of the Mongalls, and agreed to a 
new proviſional treaty with the court of 
Pekin. But, as other differences on the 
frontiers ſtill ſubſiſted, the court of Ruſſa 
ſent again, in 1719, an envoy extraordi- 
nary to Pekin, to regulate entirely what re- 
mained to be adjuſted between the two em- 
pires; and ſeeing that, by means of theſe 


differences, the commerce of the caravans 
was much leſſened, the true object of his 
negotiation was to re-eſtabliſh that com- 
merce;

quite to  Czchan-zchumnienne, a great 
number of triumphal arches, and of moſt 
magnificent columns, of an exquiſite taſte, 
all embelliſhed with gildings, and feſtoons 
| of all ſorts of rich ſilks, of moſt lively fi- 
gures and colours. At the ſame time, in 
| ſeveral places, they erected theatres of 
great beauty, where the moſt able come- 
dians exerted their talents, in repreſenting 
| the moſt difficult and curious parts of their 
| profeſſions accompanied with the grandeſt 
concerts of muſic, both vocal and inſtru- 
mental, diverſified with the amuſements of 
dancing, and feats of uncommon agility. 
All theſe entertainments being Porn, 
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the miniſters went in' a body to the'impe 
rial palace, ſupplicated the monarch cl 
their knees, with their faces proſtrate tl 
the ground, that he would be pleaſed t 
admit them to his good graces, and that be 
would be pleaſed to ſend ſome, in whon 
he could confide, to examine their ney 
ſtructures v. But the Bogdoi-Chan order- 
ed them to be told, That he would fe: 
e nothing of what they had done, and tha 
he would never celebrate his birth- day

„The honours which they pay to the Emperors of 
China approach even to adoration ; all thoſe who have 
audience. of him, being obliged to proftrate themſelves 
three times before him, from which none are exempt- 
ed, not. even ambaſſadors, or other foreign miniſters; 
Mr de Iſmayloff, notwithſtanding his quality, being 
obliged to go through that 4 as well as all o- 
thers. 

+ The deceaſed Emperor of China held the great 


lords of China very cheap ; for he very well knew, 
that,

and they dare net go to ſee any perſon 


without permiſſion of the guard. As the

horſe, for feat of accidents, they give them 
a guard of infantty, who have no other 
arms, when they are in gattifon, than their 
whips. Beſides all theſe ſteps, full of ſuſ- 
picion, they fix; at their quarters, an edict 
of the court, ſignifying, that all perſons 
whatſoever are forbid to enter their houſe 
without the knowledge of the mandarin; 
deputed for that - purpoſe, who, after exa- 
mining them as to what they have to do 
| there, takes notice of their names, and ſends 
a ſoldier into the houſe with them to ob- 
terve what paſſes. It is a very profitable 
eommiſſion for thoſe mandarins who are 
deputed to guard the Koreans ; for they 
always farm the privilege of trading with 
them to that company of Chineſe mer- 
chants who offer the moſt money for it,

Thoſe of the Great Bucharit 
carry on their trade in the dominions of the Great 
Mogul in Perſia, and in Siberia, and are tributary to 
the Chan of the Uſbecks. Thoſe of the Little Bucks 
ria trade into China, into the kingdoms of Tibet and 
Tangut, and with the Kalmucks' and Mongalls ther 
neighbours ; theſe laſt pay tribute tb the Kontajſh. 
The Bucharians have many cuſtoms and" ceremonitz, 
much like thoſe of the Jews; nor is their dialect, phy. 
Gognomy, and fize much vnlike thernj-which may ge 
«ccafion to many reflections. |

bring down with them into the neighbouring valleys: 
F or the inhabitants of theſe mountains, together with 
the Kalmucks, who encamp with their cattle i in the ad- 
jacent plains, come afterwards to gather theſe grains of 
gold, in the pits which the torrents have made in thei 
paſſage, and barter them, with the Bucharians, again

themſelves. | 
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dom. This is the reaſon that the commo 
lities of Japan are not always to be had at 
pekin, unleſs a man would pay an exorbi- 
ant price; nevertheleſs they are found 
there ſometimes reaſonably enough; be- 
cauſe ſeldom a year paſſes that the Empe- 
ror doth not amerce ſome or other of the 
great lords in very conſiderable fines, which 
obliges them to raiſe all the money they 
can on their moveables and immoveables ; 
and whoever hath money lying by him 
doth, on theſe occaſions, lay it out to great 
advantage, and buy the moſt curious and 
valuable things for little money x. 
After the lackered ware of Japan, that 
of the province of Fokien is looked upon 
as the beſt ; but none of it comes to Pekin, 
becauſe the great lords of China oppreſs 
the merchants to a great degree, and take 
It ſeems to be a favourite maxim, adopted in all 
the eaſtern courts, to wink at all the vile practices, and 
rapacious impoſitions, of the miniſters ; and, when 


they have well plucked and drained the ſubſtance of 


the people, the prince then ſqueezes them dry for his 
dyn uſe, 
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their goods from them, upon many frive: 


lous pretences, without leaving them the 
leaſt hopes of ever obtainin g any payment, 
For this reaſon, all merchants, and othen 


ol any lucrative trade, at Pekin, have fallen 


into the cuſtom'of putting themſelves un- 
der the protection of ſome one or other of 


the princes of the blood, or other great 


lords, or miniſters of the court; and, by 
7 this means, with the aſſiſtance of a round 
ſum of money, paid annually to their pro- 


tectors, they are able to get clear of the 
extortions of the mandarins, and ſome- 


times of thoſe of the common ſoldiers: 
For, without ſuch a powerful protection, a 
merchant muſt be an undone man at Pe- 
kin, where every one thinks they have an 
undoubted right to form pretenſions upon 
a man that lives by trade. And, if any of 
them are ſo imprudent as to attempt ob- 
taining ſatisfaction, by the way of juſtice, 
they fall from bad to worſe ; for the man- 
darins of juſtice, after having drained 
from them all they can, ſeldom fail of or- 

deriog 
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dering the goods; taken from them unjuſt- 
ly, to be brought to the college; but he 
muſt be a cunning fellow-indeed; who ſhall 
be able ever to get them from thence. 

They have: at Pekin a people dexterous 
enough at lackering, but their works fall far 
ſhort of thoſe of Japan and F okien, which 
may be attributed to the difference of cli 
mate; and it is for this reaſon. that the 
lackered work made at Pekin is always 
much cheaper than the other. Neverthe · 
leſs, the lackered work made at Pekin in-

head againſt the Kalmucks, with whom they are in a 
manner at continual war. He is a very powerful 
prince. His dominions, on the weſtern fide, reach to 
the banks of the great river Yeniſey, and even from 
thence, on the other fide of this rirer, towards the 
lources of the Oby ; and, on the other ſide, towards 
de eaſt, they reach to the great wall. The Chan of the

This misfortune diſconcerted his Ma-

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Several foreign writers have miſrepre- 
ſented and traduced the real character of 
Peter the Great, by relating mean ſtories, 
picked up at ale-houſes, and circulated: a- 
mong the loweſt claſs of people, moſt of 
them without the leaſt ground of truth, 
whereby many people of good underſtand- 
ing have been miſled, and, even to this 
preſent time, look on him to have been a 
vicious man, and a cruel tyrant, than which 
nothing can be more the reverſe of his true 
character. 

Though he might kink had a fail- 
ings, yet it is well known, to many living 
at the time of my writing this, which is a- 
bove thirty- ſeven years after his demiſe, 
that his prudence, juſtice, and humanity, 
very much over-balanced his failings ; 
which principally, if not ſolely, aroſe from 
his inclination to the fair ſex.

About the middle of October 1714, * 


arrived at Cronſtadt in an Engliſh ſhip, 
The Czar having notice of the ſhip's am. 
val, came on board the next morning 
from St Peterſburgh ; being attended only 
by Dr Areſkine, who was his chief phyſ- 
cian at that time, and on that occaſion fer: 
ved him as interpreter. - After his Ma. 
jeſty had inquired news about the Swediſh 
fleet, &c. he eat a piece of bread and 
cheeſe, and drank a glaſs of ale; then 
went on ſhore to viſit the works carrying 
on at Cronſtadt; and returned, the ſam: 
evening, in his boat, to St Peterſburgh, dr 
ſtance about twenty Engliſh miles. 

The firſt winter after my arrival att 
Peterſburgh, J lodged at Mr Noy's, al 
Engliſh ſhip-builder in the Czar's ſervice 
One morning, before day-light, my fervail 
came and told me that the Czar was at the 


door. I got up, and ſaw him walking up 


and down the yard, the weather being fe 
yerelſ 
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verely cold and froſty, without any one to 
attend him. Mr Noy ſoon came, and took 
tim into the parlour, where his Majeſty 


rave him ſome particular directions about 
2 ſhip then on the ſtocks which n 


done, he left him. 
His Majeſty's perſon was ns, tall, 


and well made; clean, and very plain in 


his apparel, He generally wore an Eng- 
liſh drab-colour cloth-frock, never ap- 


pearing in. a dreſs-ſuit of clotahs, unleſs 


on great feſtivals, and remarkable holidays; 


on which occaſions he was ſometimes dreſ- 
kd in laced cloaths, of which ſort he was 


not owner of above three or four ſuits. 


When he was dreſſed, he wore the order 
of St Andrew; at other times, he had no 


badge or mark of any order on his perſon, 
His equipage was ſimple, without atten- 
dants. In ſummer, a four-oared wherry 
was always attending, to carry him over 
the river, if he ſhould want to croſs it, 


which he frequently did. When he went 
bout the town by land, he always made 


uſe 


uſe of an open two-wheeled chaiſe, at- 
tended by two ſoldiers, or grooms, who 
rode before, and a page, who ſometime 
ſtood behind the chaiſe, and often ſat in i 
with his Majeſty, and drove him. In win- 
ter, he made uſe of a ſledge, drawn by one 
| horſe, with the ſame attendants. He found 
theſe to be the moſt expeditious ways of 
conveyance, and uſed no other. He was 
abroad every day in the year, unleſs con- 
fined at home by illneſs, which rarely hap 
pened ; ſo that ſeldom a day paſſed but he 
was ſeen in almoſt every part of the city, 
I have more than once ſeen him ſtop in 
the ſtreets, to receive petitions from per- 
ſons who thought themſelves wronged by 
ſentences paſſed in courts of judicature. On 
taking the petition, the perſon was told to 
come next day to the ſenate ; where the 
affair was immediately examined and de- 
termined, if the nature of it would admit 
its being done in ſo ſhort a time.

very diſtinctly, and with proper emphaſis. 
His Majeſty was allowed, by the beſt 
judges of the Sclavonian and Ruſſian lan-

was not once guilty of the leaſt exceſs, but 
rather lived abſtemiouſly. In this point [ 
could not be miſtaken, as the tent of Dr 
Blumentroſt, his Majeſty's chief phyſician, 
with whom I lodged, was always the near- 
eſt tent to that of his Majeſty. 
I ſhall give one inſtance, in proof of 
what I have advanced concerning the tem- 
perance of this great man, viz, In our third 
_ day's march, on our return from Derbent, 
we were kept in continual alarm by conſi- 
derable bodies of mountaineers, both of 
horſe and foot, whom we ſaw hovering on 
the tops of the adjacent hills, though they 
dared not to come down to the plain, to at- 


tack any part of our army, yet it was ne. 


ceſſary to be watchful of them; which, 


in ſome meaſure, impeded our march, The | 


evening of that day, we had a hollow way 
ro paſs, which rook up much time, and 0- 
bliged the greateſt part of the army to re- 


main there all night ; ſo that none reached 
the 
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| the camp, except the guards, and ſome 
| light. horſe who. attended their Majeſties, 


on my arrival there, about midnight, I 
found only his Majeſty's'tent ſet up, and 
another ſmall one for Mr Felton, the Czar's 


principal cook, and maſter of his kitchen. 


| went into Felton's tent, and found him 
all alone, with a large ſauce-pan of warm 
grout before him, made of buck wheat 
with butter, which he told me was the re- 
mains of their Majeſties ſupper, who eat 
of nothing elſe that evening, and who 


| were juſt gone to bed. 


During the whole march, his Majeſty, 
for the moſt part, rode an Engliſh pad, a- 
bout fourteen hands high, for which he 
had a particular liking, as it was very trac- 
able, and eaſy to mount. His picture is 
drawn by Caravac on this horſe. He did 


not wear boots, as he very often walked 


on foot. In the heat of the day, when the 


amy halted, he uſed to go into the Em- 
preſs's coach, and fleep for half an hour. 


His dreſs, during the march, was a white 
night- 
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night-cap, with a plain flapped hat over it, 
and a ſhort dimitty waiſtcoat, When at. 
ny time he received meſſengers from the 
chieftains of the mountaineers, he put on 


his regimentals, as an officer of the guard 


being Lieutenant-Colonel of the Preobrz- 
ſhenſky regiment. 

During the whole courſe of his life, l. 
Majeſty avoided all ſorts of ceremony, ex- 
_ cept on public occaſions, His manner of li- 
ving in his houſe was more like that of x 
private gentleman than of ſo great a monarch, 
I was once at court on a holiday, when the 
Emperor came home from church to din- 
ner, with a large attendance of his mini. 
ſters, general officers, and other great men, 
His table was laid with about fifteen co- 
vers. As ſoon as dinner was ſerved up, he 
and the Empreſs took their places, and his 
Majeſty, addreſſing himſelf to the compa- 


ny, ſaid, Gentlemen, pleaſe to take your | 


places as far as the table will hold, the reſt 
will go home and dine with their wives. 
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On ſuch occaſions, the princeſſes, his 
children, dined in-another room, to whom 
| te ſent ſuch diſhes, from his own table, 
2s he thought proper, for their dinner. 

This great monarch took all the pains, 
and uſed all the means poſſible, i in order to 
de intimately acquainted with every thing ; 
proper for a man who ruled a mighty em- 
| vire, to know. He entered into the detail — 
of every branch of the arts uſeful to man- 
kind; into that of all the manufactures 
which regarded the eonſtruction of ſhips, 
and fitting them for the fea ; into that 
n- of the making of arms, artillery, &c. If 
ni. be had a ruling paſſion for any one part of 
en. WT theſe acquirements, it muſt have been for 
o- ſchip-building; into which he entered him- 
he elf very early, in the quality of a common 
his vorkman, with his hatchet, and proceeded 
* regularly through all the degrees, to the 
rank of maſter· builder, which he attained 
but a few years before his death. After he 
pot that length in the art, he made the 
iraughts, formed the mouldings, and di- 
4; rected 
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6 reed the building, of ſeveral x men of war, 
of the ſecond and third rates, himſelf ; and 
| he duly demanded, and received his ſalary 

as a · maſter- builder. The day of launching 
the ſhips, which he himſelf built, he cele- 
brated as a holiday, and put on laced 

clothes; but, before he went to work, to 


ſtrike away the ſtanchions, blocks, &c. he 


always put off his fine coat. 


He was very frugal in what _ 
his perſonal ' expences, and thoſe of hi 
houſehold. Notwithſtanding his frugality 
in what related to himſelf, he ſpared no 


coſt-in whatever-concerned the public, In 
the ſtructure of his men of war, in the at- 


tillery, fortifications, arſenals, canals, &, 
all which bore marks of very great magmii- 
ficence. Nor was he ſparing in his build- 
ings, and the decorations of his garden, 


with ſtatues, grottos, fountains, &c. of 


which the buildings of the ſummer- palace, 
and the gardens at St Peterſburgh, at be- 


cterhoff, Strealna, Czarſky Sealo, and man 


others, are ſufficient proofs, I ſhall not de-

very great man's character, or way of li- 


ving, than to acquaint him, that, as his 


Majeſty was very early up in the morning, 
he went abroad generally without break - 
faſt; came home to dinner about eleven of 


the clock ; after dinner, went to ſleep for 
about an hour ; after which, if buſineſs did 
not intervene, he ſometimes diverted him- 
ſelf at his turning loom ; then went to vi- 
ſit thoſe he had a regard for, as well fo- 
reigners as Ruffians, with whom he would 


* 


be be very ſociable, and eaſy in converſa- 


tion, He ſometimes ſupped with them; 
which, generally in his latter days, was on 


hare or wild-fowl, roaſted very dry, drank 


{mall beer, and ſometimes a few glaſſes of 
wine ; and generally was in bed before ten 
of the clock at night. He neither played 


| at cards, dice, or any game of chance. 


The reader will pleaſe to take along with 
him the following obſervation, viz. That 
this monarch was, at no time, even during 
maſquerades, feaſtings, aſſemblies, and all 
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other diverſions or amuſements, by day or 


night, without the attendance of ſome or 


other of his miniſters, and of thoſe who 
poſſeſſed his confidence; by which means 


buſineſs, and ſuch affairs as were of the 


_ greateſt conſequence, went on regularly; 


and ſome of them even concerted during 
thoſe times of relaxation.

Accordingly; we ſet out from ann 
in a ſmall ſhallop, and came by water to 
the town of Zaritzina. The winter ap- 
proaching, we got ſuch carriages as the 
place afforded, and continued our journey, 
along the lines, to the river Don; theſe lines 
ire drawn from the Volga to the Don, being 
ideep ditch, about thirty feet broad, palliſa- 
doed on the top, with high wooden towers 
at certain diſtances, in ſight of each other, 
well guarded; They effectually anſwer the 
end propoſed by his Majeſty, in erecting 
them, and making the ditch, which was 
for the preventing of incurſions from the 
Cuban Tartars. 5 

The 25th of November we arrived in 
Moſco ; at which place his Majeſty and

This place i is adorned with many mag- 
nificent churches, and is famous for being 
the repoſitory of ſaints, and holy men of 
the Greek church, whoſe ſhrines are viſited 
by devout perſons from diſtant places. Be- 
ſides, they have an univerſity at Kioff, of 
conſiderable repute in theſe parts. © 

I cannot but obſerve here, that this part 
of the country, commonly called the U- 
krain, (though it is ſometimes called Little 
Ruſſia,) doth, for fertility of ſoil and rich 
paſturage, exceed moſt parts of Europe, 
producing vaſt quantities of various ſorts 
of grain, the crops of which are always 
very great, as well as of hemp and flax, of 
the moſt excellent quality, and that with 
little labour ; for they plow the ground 
with one horſe only, and with but one man, 
who holds the plow, and drives the ore 


at the ſame time. 
The Ukrain produces good horſes for 
the ſaddle, and large ſized black cattle, in 


very great numbers, more than ſufficient 
. for 
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for their own uſe, and for ſuppl 
neighbours, with as good beef as the world 


. 


ring their 


affords, The woods are wel] ſtored with 
game of divers ſorts, as are the rivers and 
ponds with fiſh, Aſparagus, which in o- 


ther parts requires cultivation, grows natu- 


rally in ſuch plenty in the Ukrain, as to 
be termed a weed. The people are very 
ciril and hoſpitable among themſelves, and 
alſo to all ſtrangers, living very clean and 
neat in their houſes, I now reſume my 
journey. | 

At Kioff I met with my worthy feeds 
General Romanzoff, and the privy. coun- 
ſellor Mr Neptuof, who gave me all the 
aſiſtance and deſpatch I could deſire, They

The 29th, the meſfenger returned from 
the city, with orders that I ſhould pro- 
ceed, which was very welcome news to 
me.

This famous city is ſo well 3 that 
need not enter into a minute deſcription, i 
ſo ſhall only give a tranſient view of ſuck. 
remarkable things as occurred to me du- 
ang my ſhort Ray at this place. 
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| Conſtantinople! is ſituated in forty one 


and one-half degrees north latitude, twenty. 
nine degrees eaſt longitude, upon a point 


of land, on' the European ſhore, in the 
province of Romania, and i is eſteemed one 
of the molt delightful ſituations in the 
world ; for which reaſon Conſtantine the 
Great choſe it for the ſeat of empire ; by 
whom it was rebuilt and beautified about 
the year of our Lord . 

At a diſtance, the city makes a very fine 
appearance, having a great number of gild- 
ed ſpires and domes, or cupolas, which 
multiply as you approach; but, when you 
enter the city, the general irregularity and 


narrowneſs of the ſtreets do in no degree 


_ correſpond with the magnificent appear- 
ance it makes at a diſtance ; which is, in- 
deed, the caſe of many of the cities and 
great towns of Europe, ſeeming to be built 
at random. { have often thought, that, 
had a Chineſe been conſulted, ke could 
have taught both Greeks and Romans how 
to lay out towns, and that by the ſimpleſt 
rules; 
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rules; viz. Let there be ſpace enough, ſuf- 
ficient breadth: of ſtreet, and the houſes on 
each fide built in a Rraight line; which 
rules are obſerved in all the towns I have 
obſerved in China, particularly Pekin. This 


common error, in laying out towns in Eu- 
rope, muſt be owing to the remiſſneſs of 
the government of natidns ; tho this great 
inconvenience, in ſo gtand a tity as Con- 
ſtantinople, hath no relation to the ſitua- 
tion of the place, yet it is thought by ma- 


ny, I think very juſtly, that, were the 


ſtreets of this city ſpacious and regular, it 
would in ſome meaſure prevent the fre- 
quent peſtilential diſeaſes with which this 
place is affected, and which prevail here 
more than in any other place I know; 
there ſeldom paſſing a year without its ma- 
king a dreadful havock among the popu- 
mee” | TE 8 
This mortal diftemper's being almoſt al- 
ways, more or lefs, in this city, may in 
part be attributed to a defect in Turkiſh 
policy, which ſuffers all ſhips to enter the 
” _ 
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Port, without requiring bills ol 1 
any time; even the ſhips from infected 
that the belief of predeſtination, prevailing 
ſo univerſally among the Turks, with whom 
it is a, fundamental article of their creed, 
may likewiſe contribute to the continuance.

Oppoſite to the ſeraglio, * the Aſian 


wo ſtands the ancient city of Chryſopo- 
lis, or the Golden City, now called nag 


. a pretty little place. 


Along the ſhore of the 8 to- 


wards the ſouth-weſt, runs a ridge of - 


high mountains, called Olympus, which 


n covered with ſnow, ſummer and win- 


ter. The mountain of that name, men- 
. by the Poets, ſtands in Greece. 
February the zd, there was a great fall 


of ſnow, followed by a ſtrong froſt, which 
continued for the ſpace of fourteen days, 


I thought myſelf happy i in eſcaping it; but 
his weather is very acceptable to the peo- 


ple here, as it tends to ſtop the contagious 
i diſtemper. 


I ſhall now ms 2 view of 0 of the 
moſs remarkable ſtructures in and about 
this ancient city, which are commonly 


| ſhown to travellers. Indeed there are but 


few remains of antiquity to be ſeen at pre- 
ſent ; for the Turks, according to their 


principles, deface and ruin every thing that 
| hath 
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bath an tut of idolatry, as as they call it, 
whether Pagan or Chriſtian, What Chri- 
tian churches they have e are con- 


verted 1 into moſques. 


March ad, the weather 8 > Sal I 
made a party with ſome friends to ride out 
and ſee the aqueducts, which are curious 
fabrics erected in order to ſupply the city 
with freſh water. They are ſaid to be 
built by the Emperor Valens. They are 
now kept in repair by the Grand Seignor. 
They ſtand at unequal diſtances, from four 
to ſeven or more miles to the northward 
of the city, according to the reſpective ſup- 
plies of water from ſprings and brooks. 

The long aqueduct is about ſeven hun- 
dred yards in length, and near thirty in 
height ; it conſiſts of two ſtories or ranges 


of arches, one above the other, having a- 


bout fifty arches in a range, all of hewn ; 
ſtone, neatly wrought. 

The crooked aqueduct, ſo called 8 its 
form of zig-zag, runs in this figure v VVV; 
the intent of which is to divert and leſſen 

| the 
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. 1 of beautiful are kes. 


At ſome diſtance from * 3 "A 
high aqueduct, the moſt magnificent of 
all, being near three hundred yards in 
length, about forty in height, having four 
ſtately arches, with the ſame number over 
them. Beſides, there are ſeveral others of 
leſſer note, which I need not mention. 


They are all built to convey the water, o- 


ver low vallies and hollows, to the city. 

At night we came to Belgrade, a plea- 
fant village, inhabited by Greeks, where 
moſt of the foreign miniſters have their 
: country-houſes, to which they retire in 
time of the plague, | 4 


The next day we remained at this village, 


5 walked through the woods, to a neigh- 
| bouring hill, to the eaſtward, from whence 
there! is à full view of the Black Sea. 
Theſe woods are of fine oak, beech, and o- 
ther timber, fit for the conſtruction of 2 
royal navy. They are well furniſhed with 


wild-fowl, and yarious forts of ather game. 
The 


„ 
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The 4th, we left Belgrade, when, rh 
ding to the ſouth Wars, through pleaſant 


woods and fields, we came about noon to a 


large village, called Buyuck-terey, ſtanding 
on the north ſhore of the canal, or Thra- 
cian Boſphorus. This canal is natural, 


| burſting out from the Black Sea, between 


two high mountains, and runs, in a ſtrong 
current, about ſixteen Engliſh miles, to 
the city, where it diſcharges itſelf into the 


Propontis. The depth is from ten to fif- 


teen fathoms ; the breadth from about one 
mile to half a mile ; very well ſtored with 
moſt ſorts of ſea-fiſh, particularly oiſters, 
of a ſmall kind, but very delicious. The 
land, on both fides, is very high, with 
many pleaſant villages, along the ſhore. 


At the mouth of the canal, where it begins 


from the Black Sea, the Turks have built 
two forts to defend the paſſage, one on the 
ſhore of Aſia, the other on that of Europe; 
they may well ſerve to prevent ſudden in- 
curſions, but of little uſe againſt a ſtrong

Sr of men 5 war, and an . 
wind. 

I was informed that, in the reign of 
| Sultan Amurath, a ſtrong party of coſſacks 
came, in open boats, before theſe caſtles 
were built, or when they were negledted, 
entered the canal, and put all the city in 
great conſternation. After they had plun- 
dered many villages, they returned apain to 
their own country, with little or no loſs, 
From the Buyuck-terey we ſent our 
horſes home, and returned to the city by 
water. Some days after this I went to ſec 
the Sultan, as he came from his devotions 
at the moſque called Jeney- Jamey. He 


was on horſeback, attended by a ſmall troop 
of ſpahis on horſeback, and ſome janiſaries 


on foor, Mahmuth hath : a good aſpect, and 
bears the character of being of a humane 
peaceable diſpoſition- This Prince ſuc- 
ceeded Achmet, who was depoſed, about 
ſeven years before, by one named Alt 


Patrone, or Kalyll, a janizary, and his aſ- 


ſociates, all people of low degree, the nest 
 . ”” in 
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in command to Ali-Patrone, or Kalyll, as 
he is commonly called, was Muſs-luch, a 
dealer in melons and other fruits ; the 
third was Emy-Aly. Theſe three chiefs 
governed the Turkiſh empire near a month, 
After they had placed Mahmuth on the 
throne, they depoſed the Grand Viſier, 
and diſpoſed of all offices, civil and mili- 
tary, at pleaſure. Ali-Patrone, in the mean 
time, was very ſober, never changing his 
habit, came every morning to the janizaries 
hall, where he fat as ſovereign judge, and gave 
ſentence on all cauſes thar were brought 
before him, without delay ; was very cha- 
titable to the poor, and rectified many a- 
buſes in the ſtate. That magnificent Vi- 
fier, Ibrahim-Baſha, who had introduced 
printing, fell a ſacrifice to the rebels. 

One action of the Kalyll's I cannot omit 


relating, as it evinces, that his high ſtation 
did not produce forgetfulneſs of his old 


friends, There was one Janaky, a Greek, 
A butcher by trade, who had formerly lent 


Ali-Patrone half a dollar. He ſent for this 
butcher, 
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| butcher, and made him Hoſpodar or Prince 


of Moldavia, Poor Janaky would wil- 
ingly have been excuſed from accepting 
ſo high an office ; but his 1 0 inſiſted 
on his taking it. 


However, theſe mighty chiefs being in- 


toxicated with power, began to intoxicate 
themſelves with wine alſo; and they were 


at length caught in a ſnare, laid for them 


by Sultan Geray, Chan of the Crim Tar- 
tars, who had been ſent for, by ſome of the 
grandees, for that end. Sultan Geray ſuc- 
ceeded ſo well, that the chiefs were cut 
off, the reſt diſperſed, and the government 
re-eſtabliſhed on the ſame footing as here- 
tofore, with very little bloodſhed ; the par- 
ticulars of which being, in general, well 
known, I ſay no more of that affair. 
The next place I was carried to was the 
mint, where I ſaw them coining money of 


different ſorts. It ſtands in the outer court 


of the ſeraglio. 
From thence I went to the famous 


church of e Sophia, now converted 
into 


— 
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into a moſque. There being already many 

deſcriptions extant of this ancient fabric, I 
ſhall only obſerve, that it was rebuilt and 
adorned by the Emperor Juſtinian, about 
the year of our Lord 500. It is highly e- 


ſteemed by architects, for the flatneſs of 


the dome, or cupola, which, it is ſaid, the 
moderns cannot imitate. | 
In time of war, Chriſtians are not per- 
mitted to enter the moſque. Nevertheleſs, 
we were conducted up a pair of back-ſtairs 
to the gallery, from whence we had a full 
view of the whole. The floor is laid with 


clean mats and carpets, having no ſeat, on- 


ly one pulpit for the Mullah. The gallery 
is laid with marble, ſupported by about 
one hundred marble pillars, of various co- 
lours and ſizes, moſt of them, at leaſt, be- 
tween five and ſix feet diameter. The 
whole of the inſide hath a noble and grand 
appearance. At the entry into the gallery, 
is an old veſtry, with the door cloſed up, 
of which a Greek, of my acquaintance, 
told me the following ſhort ſtory, viz. A 
certain

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certain Mullah being i in 3 veſtry, ſaw, or 
fancied that he ſaw, a man on horſeback, 
with a ſword i in his hand, who, bid him be- 
gone out of that holy place, &c. This, like 
other tales of the ſame nature, was not long 
a ſecret, and was interpreted to have been 


no other than Conſtantine the Great, | 


However fabulous the ſtory appears, the 
door of the veſtry hath been condemned 


ſince that time. 
From Sancta Sophia I was conducted to 
the Hippodrome, where the Greeks uſed 


formerly to train their horſes to the mie- 
nage, now called the Att-Maydan, and i is 
fill applied to the ſame uſe by the Turks, 


It is a ſpacious oblong ſquare, having a 


pretty marble obeliſk in the middle. On 
one fide of it is a pillar of braſs, with ſer- 


pents twining round it; this is ſomewhat 


defaced, and is about ten feet high. 
In the great ſtreet, at ſome diſtance from 


the Hippodrome, ſtands another venerable 


monument of antiquity ; a large and tall 


pillar, called the Burnt-pillar, becauſe it 
bath

hath greatly ſuffered by fire in the neigh- 
bourhood, which hath cracked i itin divers 
places this is a misfortune common tq 
narrow ſtreets, and not to be remedied 
without a well regulated police. This pil- 
lar is of porphyry, about 1 we yards 
high. 

We went thence to ſee the grand reſer- 
yoir, built with i intent of ſupplying the ci- 
ty with water in caſe of a fi iege. This muſt 


have coſt an immenſe ſum of money; for” 


it is all of it under ground ; above it are 
ſtreets and houſes. It is not far from the 
Hippodrome. Towards the water-fide, the 
covering of it is ſupported by a great num- 


ber of arches, and many hundreds of ſtone- 


pillars, of which not a few are fallen down, 
and the whole of it is going a- pace to 
decay. There was no water in it. 

There is another ancient fabric, known 
by the name of Edikuly, or ſeven towers, 
ſtanding on an eminence to the weſtward; 
which is now a common priſon. Near the 
middle of the city ſtands a ſmall tower, 

| called 
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called Beliſarius; whether or not it was the 


houſe of that great and upfortunate Gene- 
ral, I could not learn. " 
Oppoſite to the ſeraglio, near the middle 
of the canal, ſtands a ſmall round tower, 
upon the ſummit of a ſmall rock, called 
Leander's Tower. This, with the fore- 
going, are the few remains of antiquity 
commonly ſhown to ſtrangers, 


The haven, which divides the city from 


that diſtrict of it called Pera, for its extent 
and depth of water, may probably equal, 
perhaps ſurpaſs, the beſt in the known 
world, well fenced on all ſides by riſing 

grounds. Near the bottom of the haven is 
a ſpacious and moſt convenient yard for 
building ſhips and galleys, with ſuitable 
magazines and ware-houſes for keeping 
the cordage, guns, ammunition, and for 
every material requiſite for building and 
fitting men of war and galleys for the ſea. 

Adjoining is a place called the bagnio, 
appropriated to the lodging and accommo- 
dating galley-ſlaves; where, it may be 


| ſup- 
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ſuppoſed they do not pail their time very 
agreeably. ; 

My next walk was to ſee the derviſes at 
worſhip ; they are a religious order of the 
Mahometans, who have a moſque in Pera, 
built in a circular form, with a pulpit for 
the Mullah, and a gallery built in a nitch, 
made in the circle, for the muſic. The 
ſermon being ended, the mulicians began 
on various inſtruments, which were like 
the European flutes and hautboys, upon 
which five of the derviſes ſtood up, and 
danced round the moſque, in a frantic 
manner, turning themſelves round, as they 
advanced, with ſo quick a motion, that their 
taces were hardly diſtinguiſhable from other 
parts of their heads. They followed each 
other at certain diſtances ; but an old man 
of fourſcore years outdid all the reſt in . 
quickneſs of turning round. Yet, when 
he left off, he did not ſeem to be at all diſ- 
compoſed by the violence of the motion. 
This extravagant ſe& make vows of pover- 
ty and chaſtity, travel over all the eaſt,

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where the religion of Mahomet prevails, 


and are held in great eſteem by the devout 


of that profeſſion. 


The gth of March, the army intended 


for Hungary, under the command of Eg- 
geny-Mahomet-Baſha, the Grand Viſier, 


began to file off to the camp aſligned for 
them, about three miles to the northward 


of the city. The proceſſion continued four 
days; and, as uſual, when the Sultan him- 
ſelf, or the Grand Viſier, take the field in 
perſon, the troops are attended by all the 


different trades and artiſans to the place of | 


encampment, each trade having the proper 


| dreſs and badges of their reſpective profeſ- 


ſion, with banners, muſic, &c. 
The firſt day the janizaries marched, 
with their Aga, or chief commander, at 


their head, followed by a numerous multi- 
tude of artiſans. The firſt in proceſſion 


was a plough drawn by painted oxen, with 
gilded horns. It would be tedious to men- 
tion the reſt particularly ; I ſhall only ob- 


© ſerve, that ſome of this ragamuffian crew 
| made 
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made frightful figures, being naked to the 
waſte, with ſabres run through the fleſhy 
part of their. arms, and beſmeared with 
blood A ſhocking ſpeRacle !} © 

The ſecond day's proceſſion was the 
pioniers and miners, with their different 
tools and utenſils, 

The third day, the cannoniers arched: 


The fourth day, the Viſier marched out, 


attended by the general officers of the ar- 


my, a great many Spahis and Janizaries, 
and all the different trades of the town; a- 


mong which rabble, were many ſuch ban- 
ditti as above deſcribed, naked for the moſt 
part of the body, all bloody. The Grand 
Mufti was in the ſame coach with the 
Grand Viſiter, and had the Alcoran carried 


by a Mullah, who ſat likewiſe in the ſame 
coach, oppoſite to the Mufti; which was 


preceded by a number of ſingers, in their 
proper habits, ſinging as they went along. 
Before the coach was carried the ſtandard 
of Mahomet, which is a horſe's tail, ſaid to 
de 8 from heaven by the Angel Ga- 

briel 
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briel to Mahomet, and 1s held in great ve- 
neration, ſeldom appearing but on great 
ſolemnities; after which it is carried back 
to the ſeraglio, where it remains till the 
next occaſion. 8 


When war is declared againſt any prince 


or ſtate, the horſe- tail is ſet up at the gate 
of the ſeraglio, called Alla-Capy, or the 
Port of God, from whence the Grand 
Seignor dates all his deſpatches; and, on 
that account, the court of the Grand Seig- 
nor is commonly called the Ottoman Porte, 
and the Sublime Porte. But when the 
Sultan is in the field, at the head of his ar- 
my, he dates all his letters and orders from 


his ſtirrup. All generals who have three 
horſe-tails, are called Viſier; but the Grand 


Viſier, who is always prime miniſter, go- 
verns and directs all affairs relating to the 
ſtate, both foreign and domeſtic : Next to 


him in power is the Kaymacan, who is his 
lieutenant; after him Niſangy Baſha, 
keeper of the ſeals; then Kap- adgee Ba- 
ſha, chief porter; Kiſlar-agaſſy, the chief 
ceunuch. 
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eunuch. Theſe are the principal great of- 
ficers at court. It happens often, that the 
Kiſlar- agaſſy hath more to ſay than all the 
reſt put together; for although the ladies 
live very retired, yet they are not ſo igno- 
rant as is generally imagined. And, if I 
am not miſinformed, matters of the great- 
eſt conſequence are canvaſſed, and often 
ſettled in the ſeraglio, before they are pre- 
ſented to the miniſtry. One thing is cer- 
tain, that whoever wants a favour at court 
needs no better recommendation than a 
friend among the ladies. 

Soon after my arrival, I had an invita- 
tion from the famous Count Bonneval, 
who then was ill of the gout ; but, in time 
of war, it was not thought fit that I ſhould 
viſit that gentleman, | 

March 1 5th, Sir Everard Fawkener went 


to the camp to take leave of the Grand 


Viſier, as is uſual for all the foreign mini- 
ſters to do, on the like occaſions. We diſ- 
mounted at ſome diſtance from the tent of 
this great man, were conducted by an offi- 

cer 
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cer to a magnificent tent, near to that of 
the Viſier, and entertained with coffee, &c, 
for about a quarter of an hour; after which 
the ambaſſador, accompanied by the gentte. 
men of his retinue, went to the Viſier's 
tent, where a ſtool was prepared for his 
Excellency. The gentlemen ſtood during 
the time the ambaſſador remained - The 


Viſier ſat, croſs-legged, on a ſopha raiſed 


about half a foot from the floor, which was 


all laid with rich carpets. Very near him 


ſtood a frame, on which were hung ſome 
muſkets, ſabres, &c. of very curious work- 
manſhip, ornamented richly with gold, ſil- 
ver, and ſtones of value, as emeralds, ru- 
bies, &c. The Turkiſh camps are, in ge- 
neral, very regular and clean. 

The ſhort ceremony being over, we re- 
turned again to the city, After ſome days 
the Grand Viſier marched to Adrianople, 
in his way to Hungary. 

Being about to leave this city, I ſhall de- 


tain the reader with no more particulars 


than the following ſhort obſervations. 
| In 
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In Turkey there are few families who 


have any diſtinguiſhing titles or honours 


appertaining to them which deſcend to their 
children,” All titles of honour, and places 


of power and profit in the Sultan's domi- | 


nions, depend on perſonal merit, or the Sul- 
tan's favour, which dies with the poſſeſſor. 


The only two families who have a juſt 


claim to nobility, are thoſe of Dgiggal- 
Oglu and Kuperly, who, for ſignal ſervices 
done to the empire, have peculiar privi- 
leges; one in particular, that the Sultan, 
as it is ſaid, cannot condemn them to death. 


t ſeems that, on a very critical conjuncture, 


when affairs were in great diſorder, the Sul- 
tan died, Kuperly kept it a ſecret for fix 
weeks ; in which time, by his prudent con- 
duct, the government was eſtabliſhed on a 
proper footing. Beſides theſe, there are 
deſcendents of their prophet Mahomet's 


family, of which there are great numbers, 


who are diſtinguiſhed by wearing green, 
and enjoy ſome privileges, 


Having 
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. Having nothing more to do at Conſtan- 
tinople, I am now about to return to St Pe. 


terſburgh. As I had a commiſſion from 
Sir Everard Fawkener for the Grand Viſi- 


er, who was then at ee 1 took 


that road. 
April Sth, after taking leave of my 
friends; I ſet out from Conſtantinople, ac- 
companied by a tzauſh, or meſſenger, a ja- 
nizary, and my own ſervant. 

The 13th, in the morning, I came to the 
city of Adrianople, where I lodged, at the 
houſe of Mr Damiral, a Greek gentleman, 


who is agent at this place for our ambaſſa- 


dor, where I found a friendly reception. 
The city of Adrianople is about forty 
leagues north-weſt from Conſtantinople, 
in a pleaſant country, inhabited by Turks, 
Greeks, and ſome Jews. The Capuchins 
have alſo a convent here. The town is 
pretty large, and is remarkable for having 
a very noble grand moſque, with very high 
minorets, of excellent workmanſhip. The 


architect was a Greek, of whom it is re- 
ported,

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ported, that the Grand Seignor, being a- 
mazed at the extraordinary contrivance and 
execution which the architect exhibited in 
thoſe buildings, thought that nothing of 
mechaniſm was out of his reach, and or- 
dered him to make himſelf wings, and to 
fly off from the top of one of the minorets, 
which the poor builder was forced to at- 
tempt. After flying a conſiderable diſtance, 
he fell among ſome tombs, and broke his 
neck, I do not vouch for the truth of the 


ſtory ; but I was ſhown the tombs in the 


neighbourhood, among which it is  faid | 


that he fell. 


The 14th, I had a viſit from Monſieur 
Peiſonell, the French agent, and ſome of the 


Capuchin Fathers. 


The 15th, I went to return {this viſit at 


the convent. In coming through the mar- 


ket- place, in the way to my lodgings, I met 
with a very diſagreeable ſpectacle; which 
was two men, lying ſtark naked, without 
their heads, which had been juſt before cut 
off. They were ſaid to have been ſpies.

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After diſcharging - my commiſſion to the 
Grand Viſier, which I effected through Mr 


Damiral, and obtaining an order for poſt- 
horſes, I left Adrianople the 17th, and pro- 


ceeded on my journey to the northward; 
in which I need not be particular, having 


mentioned moſt of the places in the former 
part of this relation. I took, the neareſt 


way for Yaſſy in Moldavia. 


The 26th, we paſſed the Danube in a 


boat, at a place called Kalaſs, a few leagues 
above Iſmayl. 


The 29th, we arrived at the city of Yaſ-. 


ſy. The next day I waited on the prince, 
who received me in a moſt friendly man- 


ner. He gave orders for horſes, and two 


of his guards, to conduct me to the fron- 
tiers of Poland. He likewiſe ſent an offi- 
cer to accompany me as far as Nemiroff, I 


then diſcharged my tzauſh and janizary, 


who returned back to Conſtantinople, 


May iſt, I left Yar A and came the next 


* to Soroka. 
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The zd, I left Soroka, paſſed the Dnieſ- 
ter, and came to Tamas-Poly, where 1 
lodged. 5 
The 5th, I got to Nemiroff, and at this 
place delivered all my deſpatches for Eu- 
rope to General Ruſſotſky, to be forward- 
ed according to addreſs. 

The roth, I arrived at Kioff, as ſet 
out again the ſame day. 

On the 17th of May I arrived at RN Pe» - 
terſburgh. ' 
It is to be noted, all my dates are old 
ſtile.
